1. Claims 1-28, and 30 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1, 10, 19, 22, and 27 are allowed for positively reciting "...a first 
block to process a P-type frame using a first error resilience technique; and a second block to 
process a B-type in the video bitstream using a second error resilience technique, . as in the 
claims, which is a feature that is not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Dependent 
claims 2-9, 11-18, 20-21, 23-26, 28, and 30 are allowed over the art of record.
